Pittsbubo Lardiso, April 11, 18G2. 

Col Alf Allen : I suppose you would like 
to bear from an eye and ear witness of the 
hardest battle ever fought on the Amerioan 
continent, oertainly the most desperately 
contested fight recorded in any war. 

Last Sunday morning, about light, Oen. 
Grant’s army was surprised competcly by 
Beauregard’s lines. How this happened 
seems to be a complete mystery. It was 
nevertheless true, and our outer camps 
were fired upon while the men wore in 
their tents, producing, as you may sup- 
pose, quite a panic Notwithstanding this, 
lines were formed Detween their camp and 
the river, about two miles out, and the des- 
perate struggle began in earnest. 

The advance of Gen. Buell’s column en. 
camped about eighteen miles from the scene 
of action Saturday night, and soon after the 
line of march was token in the morning the 
sound of cannon could be plainly heard 
As we marohed along various reports 
reached us as to what was the oause, the 
impression being that it was nothing but 
s reoonooiss^nce in force. But about threo 
o'clook in the evening we were ordered to 
leave the train, and maroh on with all pop 
Bible speed — Nehon in front, Crittenden 
next, MoCook, Thomas, and Wood follow- 
ing with their divisions. Just before sun- 
down Nelson was in the field, and was able 
barely to check the desperate advance of 
Beauregard, who had foroed us back to 
within less than three-quarters of a mile 
of the river, fighting on the very ground 
our men occupied in the morning, in the 
very midst of our tents. Fortunately for 
us night set in. 

The battle ground is on the south side of 
the river, our left wing resting on an im- 
passable creek, while our right flank was 
drawn nearly to the river back. Every 
inch of the ground for four miles had been 
fiercely fought for; Grant fighting about 
forty thousand men ; Beauregard command- 
ing, acoording to the statement of intelli- 
geut prisoners to me. between seventy-five 
and one hundred thousand men. The ar- 
mies slept that night upon their arms — the 
rebels among the mingled doad and 
wounded, ours unoomfortably noar the 
river. 

By early miming Crittenden was across 
tho river, and then MoCook came up. By 
daylight the cannon began their lusty peals, 
and soon crashing musketry began the ter- 
rible destruction, and from that time to tho 
close of the battle not au instant was there 
any cessation of firing. One continual roll 
was heard, as on the day before, no inter

A letter from Camp Winfield Scott, 
before Yorktown, dated 13th, says: 

General MoClellan rode up to Gen. 
Porter’s headquarters this morning with 
his staff, and being joined by Porter, they 
Ret out on a thorough reoonnoissanoe of 
our outposts and examination of works in 
progress 

The feeling of tho rebels towards ns here 
seems to be of tho bitterest kind. Their 
talk has the savage squeak of a cornered 
rat, whioh despairs of esoape, but is deter 
mined to bite its pursuer before it is 
crushed. The occasional communications 
between our pickets and theirs fully indi- 
cate this state of feeling. That they will 
fight seems not unlikely therefore. But if 
we take their own calculations, they are 
just now Buffering badly. They say that 
one of their lives is worth half a doxen of 
ours, and our sharpshooters are picking 
them ott with precision all tho time at eight 
hundred yards. This is not vory encour- 
aging to them. 

The sharpshooters, with their target 
rifles, are a great institution here. The 
other day the Twenty-second Massachusetts 
got too far in advanoe for safety; when the 
buglo Bounded the retreat for them, the 
rebels, to the number of a thousand, jumped 
on the earthworks and began to cheer. Bat 
their third oheer was turned into a groan. 
The buglo was not obeyed by about three 
hundred of Berdan’s men, who lay still, and 
when the rebels showed themselves, pioked 
off a good many before they got through 
their third cheer.

Nnw York, April 21.— The city of Apal- 
achicola has been successfully ocoupied 
by our troops, thus giving us another ini. 

The capture was 
effected by the gunboats Mercedita and 
Sagamore, with little opposition, on the 3d 
instant. A few shells dispersed the rebels 
and the non-resident portion of the popula- 
tion.

TUB CHARACTER OF THR ROAD TO OIRRRAL 

m'clkllar’s CAMP. 

A correspondent with tho army before 
Yorktown gives the subjoined description of 
the road over which MoGlellan’s supplies 
and munitions have to be transported: 

I shall never bwa$do to. make an j. human 
l»eing realize what a desporate road It is that 
leads from Ship Point to the place where 
General MoClellan’s headquarters were 
pitched. I recalled all that i had ever read 
of. the wen d front Balaklava to the front of 
Sel)Mto£p\, ..over .which the French and 
EnglislT&rmips first drew their stores and 
siege guns That was universally conceded 
to be the worst road ever seen, and the 
English language, and probably the Frenoh, 
was exhausted in describing it. But this 
road must have been worse than that. This 
road crossed frequent sloughs, over whioh 
poles had been thrown crossways, to make 
a corduroy road. But the immense rains 
had so saturated the soil, that everything 
was soft, three feet deep by the plummet, 
and the poles floated in the mud aa they 
would in water. They would turn under 
the horses feet, trip aud throw them 
down, catch in the wagon wheels, and 
torment where they were designed to help. 
Here and there a oleared plsoe on the 
roadside would be Been, an old field or 
heather, which would tempt the thoughtless 
teamster or horseman aside. But sorrow 
for all such. The smooth surface covered 
a treacherous quicksand. The wagons 
would plunge in to their hubs, from which 
no horse or mule power oould extricate 
them; and the mounted horse would strag- 
gle with such desperate contortions as near- 
ly to dislooato his limbs and unseat his 
rider. Six miles had we of this road. It 
was a sea of sand, boundless and fathomless. 
We might have added endlts*, if we had 
been required to go beyond the six miles. 
Wagons were stuck fast along the whole line 
of march. Mules were seen sitting down 
on their haunches in the mud, buried up to 
their bellies in the mud, lying down on their 
sides in the mad, falling exhausted in their 
traces. Teamsters thrashed, slashed and 
swore — and swore, slashed and thrashed. 
It was of no avail; for nothing short of om- 
nipotence oould draw an army’s retinue 
through that Stygian bog. The dry wind 
and the sun, that seemed to have bidden the 
earth farewell, were the only source of hope 
for feeding the grand army of the Potomac. 

1 did not reaoh Gen. MoGlellan’s camp till 

2 p. m. It was somewhat improved from 

Mr. Washburne’s description, but yet only 
a vast muddy bull pen in appearance. 
Gen. McClellan was absent reoouuoitering 
near Yorktown, and selecting a Bite for a 
new camp. 

Burrsidr’s Difficulties aid Labors. — 
A correspondent at Newbern, writing of tho 
investment, of Fort Maoon.by Burnside, 
says: 

Considerable progress has been made in 
the preparations for the taking of Fort Ma 
oon, which is the next most essential step 
in the programme of the campain in North 
Carolina. There being no locomotives on 
the road botwoen this place and Merchend 
City, all the Beige materials have to bo car 
ried henoo by steamer, fifteen miles, to the 
head of 81ocum’s Creek, and then hauled 
one mile to the railroad station at Havelock. 
At tho latter point they are placod on plat- 
form and baggage cars, and, by the aid of 
mules, are slowly hauled to Carolina City, 
which is the headquarters of Gen. Parke. 
Here there is a turnout and short track 
leading to a wharf on the edge of Bogue 
Sound, where the guns, mortars, anl am- 
munition are received on board of flat-boats 
and conveyed across the sound to Bogue 
Beach, a distance of one and a half miles. 
When these heavy guns and other pondrous 
materiel are on board the flats, the labor of 
transporting them to the desired place of 
operations has but just commenoed. The 
Sound is so shallow that it can easily be 
sounded by wading knee-deep for more than 
-a narrow channel,

Sunday, and conld not be crossed. There 
were one or two regiments of OAvalryin the 
battle, but could not be Used to advantage. 

I managed to get across Monday morning, 
and saw some of the fighting, but was soon 
employed with the wounded. 

The loss has been, indeed, terrible. I 
think the killed and wounded on our Bids, 
let them report as they may, will not fall 
much bnlow ten thousand, and from what I 
saw on the battlefield, the enemy must have 
lost muoh more severely. Very few pris- 
oners were taken either way, except that 
Qeneral Prentiss, with hisbrigade, was sur- 
rounded somehow, up next to the creek on 
our left, and taken Sunday morning. 

The lines of the battle extended about 
four mdes up and down the river, and (he 
fight extended for about four miles out from 
the liver to within about a half mile of the 
bank. The whole, or nearly so, of the 
ground, is woodland, generally quite open 
woods, and would be called a Urge oak flat, 
hut for a great many ravines, running in 
nearly every direction through it. I hear 
of no distinguished men or Generals lost to 
us, while their loss, in this respeot, was 
severe. General Sidney Johnston was 
killed. General McCook, Colonel J. S. 
Jaokson, and others, were riding over the 
field, and found Governor George W. John 
son, wounded mortally. They had seen 
what ihey supposed to be Gen. Sidney 
Johnston’s body, and they asked George W. 
if he would recognize tho General, and he 
identified tho body. Breckinridge was 
seriously wounded in the groin. Raggles was 
killed; and a number of others, bearing the 
appearanoe of high rank, but not recog- 
nized, were found. 

Among the singular incidents of this war, 
one was related to me: two Kentncky regi- 
ments met fase to face, and fought eaoh 
other with terrible resolution, and it hap- 
pened that one of our boys slightly wound 
ed and captured his brother; after handing 
him back, he began firing at a man near a 
tree, when the captured brother called to 
him, and said, “Don’t shoot there any more, 
that’s father!” 

I parsed through a portion of the battle 
field where the destruction seemed to be 
greater than any where else, and where the 
slaughtered men were the thickest; tho 
burning shells had pierced the very thick 
Waves, and it was Duly horrid to sec the 
poor bodies entirely denuded, and many 
evidences of the brave fellows (for brave, 
indeed, they ere), crippled end unable to gel 
away, literally burnt to death. Several of 
our friends were slightly wounded, but I do 
not reoollect now of any killed that you 
know; but PreB. Morton, William Wall, and 
Alex Stout were slightly wounded Sunday. 

1 searched the field for some of our homo 
friends in the n«my’t lines, but found none 
that 1 ejuld recognize.

Although in the enemy’s 
country during a residence of two weeks, 1 
have seen nothing to rxoite or alarm the 
moet timid, unless it be the glistening bay- 
onets of our soldiers, as sometimes seen 
when drilling in the streets. 

Our troops had been in possession of this 
city some time previous to the arrival of 
your coirespondent, and, I presume, found 
the oilizens, what few remained, anything 
but pleasant and communicative. They 
have generally returned, however, and I 
can discover a very marked alteration even 
during my brief sojourn. In fact there is 
a very strong Union feeling in every por- 
tion of the State that I have yet visited; but 
those entertaining such sentiments dare not 
express themselves openly, lest our arms 
should meet with some reverse, in whioh 
case it would be “farewell, vain world,” 
with all such indisoreet Union men bore. 

Although some of the most rabid rebels 
acknowledge that they are, to uso a vulgar 
phrase, “cleaned out,” others don’t seem to 
comprehend that our army never designs 
leaving till peace is restored and the oitizens 
protected in their rights. 

1 heard a rebel remark to one of his 
brethren a few days since, that if they 
didn’t win the battle whioh was then being 
fought at Pittsburg Landing, they might as 
well lay down their arms; alleging as a 
reason that their present army would be 
rendered inefficient, and ho could see no 
hope of raising another. In this I perfectly 
ooinoide with him, if tho rest of the Confed- 
eration is to be judged by this oity; for 1 
have not seen half a dozen stout, able- 
bodied young men here, all having either 
voluntarily or involuntarily already joined 
the robel army. 

A great many persons here have ex- 
pressed a desire to subsoribe for a Louisville 
paper, but the fear ef being “spotted” de- 
ters them.

XXXVIIth Congress— First Session 

Washington, April 21. — Senate — The Vice 
President pro tern, presented s petition in 
favor of the bankrupt Uw. Also in favor 
of a ship oaoal from Lake Miohigan to 
the Mississippi river. 

Mr. Lane, of Indiana, presented a peti 
lion from the free colored citizens of the 
United States, praying for the setting aside 
a portion of the territory outside the nat- 
ural limits for their oolonization, and 
naming Central America. 

Mr. Lane said that while he did not ba- 
lieve that the free oolored were entitled to 
all the rights and privileges of white oitizens 
of the United States, he nevertheless favor- 
ed their juBt right to petition, a right 
accorded even among the most despotio 
governments. It was evident that as slaves 
were freed hors and by our armies, some- 
thing must be done with them, and emanei. 
pation or an apprenticeship system must be 
adopted, for it was not in aooordanoe with 
the genius of our institutions that these 
people should be returned to slavery. He 
alluded to the great, bloodless and moral 
triumph of freedom ia the abolition of 
slavery in the Distriot of Columbia, as fully 
equal to the triumph of our army by the 
chivalrio and brave sons of the Weet, to 
whom he paid a glowing tribute. The 
memorial was respeotful and deserving of 
the attention of Congress. He deeired that 
it should be read and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, whioh was 
agreed to. 

Messrs. Howe and Howard presented 
memorials from citizens of Wisconsin and 
Miohigan, praying for a ship canal from 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi river. 

Mr. Doolittle presented a joint resolution, 
from the Wisconsin Legislature, tendering 
to the Presidont of the United States an 
approval of his course. Hs said these reso- 
lutions passed almost unanimously. The 
resolution wav read and tabled. 

The House resolution, for supplying the 
Smithsonian Institute with a copy of Wilkes’ 
exploration, was taken up.

point, were obliged to move up the river 
several times, to get out of range. A skiff 
attached to a mortar boat wts hit by a shell 
aud dashed to pieces. The shells flew 
thick and fast all about the gunboats, but 
none were hit. 

On Thursday night the mortars com- 
menoed firing at sight o’olook, the enemy 
replying immediately, and the fire was kept 
up until midnight. A rebel shell exploded 
direotly above the stern awnings of the St. 
Louis, slightly injuring one man ia the 
wrist. Another shell stiuok the broadside 
oasement of the Cairo, but did no damage. 
The firing ceased at midnight. Yesterday 
but little was done, exoept a few shota were 
fired by the mortars in the morning. Ia the 
evening the mortars were shifted from the 
Arkansas to the Tennessee shore for their 
greater protsotion. In their past looality 
they have been in great danger from bands 
of rebel soouts prowling through the woods 
These soouts havs already out the levee in 
two or three places, to embarrass tbs opera- 
tions of the mortars 

Deserters are being rapidly taken, both 
from the rebel gunboats aad from their bat- 
teries. They say that nearly all the crews 
of the gunboats have been impressed, and 
so great is the fear of the officers lest they 
desert, that they frequently muster them 
every hour in the day. The batteries now 
mount about forty guns, very heavy. They 
have sixty mors guns, whioh they have been 
rapidly putting in position within the past

St. Louis, April 21. — A riot ooourred in 
East St. Louis oa Saturday night, in whioh 
three men were uijured. In oonsequenoe of 
the high water tn the river, the inhabitants 
stopped up the culvert on the Ohio and 
Misdissippi railroad, to prevent the town 
being submerged. The roadmsBter, fearing 
the iraok would be wasted away, prooeeded 
with track hands to remove obstrnotions 
They were met by a orowd, who erdered 
them off. The matter was referred to the 
Provost Marshal, who sent over a guard of 
sixty men to quell disturbance and protect 
the railroad men. They found 75 or 
100 assembled to prevent ohstruotions 
being removed. The orowd was ordered 
away, but refused to go, and the guard 
advanced. Several shots were fired at 
ih'in, though no one was injured. The 
guard then charged bayonets into the 
orowd and lhre9 men were injured, one 
teriously. Yesterday Col. Parsons and Mr. 
Baoon, the President of the road, went over 
te examine into the matter, and deoided to 
allow the obstructions to remain, ae their 
removal involved the destruotion of a vast 
amount of property. It is doubtful whether 
the embankment of the road will prevent 
the town from being submerged, aa the road 
s nearly overflowed in several plaoes 

Hartford, April 21. — The flood has now 
reached 28 feet 8 inohes — 20 inohes short 
of 1854, whioh was the greatest flood ever 
known htre.
